DIGNITY  OF  LABOR. 

BY  F.  ANDERSON. 

Labor — active,,  useful  and  productive  labor,  is 
essential  to  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  individ¬ 
uals,  and  the  well-being  of  society.  Labor  is  the 
philosopher’s  stone  that  cooverts  all  it  touches  into 
gold— labor  is  the  price  of  health  and  vigor;  it  is 
labor  that  alone  can  procure  a  competence,  which 
is  all  we  can  enjoy — ’tis  labor  that  strengthens  the 
body,  that  sweetens  the  hours  of  repose,  that  brings 
peace  and  contentment  in  its  train,  that  imparts  a 
joyousness  to  existence — and  we  might  say,  ’tis  la¬ 
bor  that  fulfils  the  duty  which  God  requires  of  man. 

To  labor,  it  is  not  necessary  that  all  should  en¬ 
gage  in  the  hardy  yet  ennobling  occupation  of  till¬ 
ing  the  soil,  but  every  one  fur  his  calling — the 
farmer  may  labor  in  cultivating  the  earth  for  a 
competency— the  merchant  may  labor  at  his  coun¬ 
ter;  the  mechanic  at  his  bench,  and  the  lawyer  at 
his  pleadings.  The  divine  may  labor  in  proclaim¬ 
ing  Gospel  light  and  truth  to  needy  and  sinful  man 
—the  author  may  labor  with  his  pen;  and  the  man 
of  science  in  his  researches.  Every  person  occu¬ 
pies  a  certain  station  in  society,  and  tvtry  person 
should  endeavor  to  preserve  the  dignity  of  that  sta¬ 
tion,  by  being  diligent  and  useful  therein. 

Perhaps  some  may  ask — wherein  consists  the 
dignity  of  labor  ?  We  would  answer  by  asking — 
bow  can  a  man  appear  more  dignified  than  in  liv¬ 
ing  in  accordance  with  tlie  requirements  of  nature 
and  nature’s  God?  We  are  commanded  to  be  dil¬ 
igent  while  it  is  yet  to-day,  for  sonn  the  night  com- 
eth  when  no  man  can  work  ;  we  are  told  that  “  the 
soul  of  the  sluggard  desireth  and  hath  nothing;  but 
the  soul  of  the  diligent  shall  be  made  fat;”  we  are 
told  that  want  shall  come  as  an  armed  man,  if  we 
waste  our  time  in  sleep,  and  neglect  to  plough  by 
reason  of  the  cold;  we  are  required  to  visit  the  sick 
and  afflicted,  I  he  widow  and  the  fatherless;  to 
“  cease  to  do  evil  and  learn  to  do  well,”  to  love  our 
neighbors  as  ourselves,  to  love  our  enemies,  to  bless 
ttwrn  that  curse  us,  and  to  pray  for  them  that  de- 
•piterullyu.se  and  persecute  us.  Here,  theu,  is  the 
neces.sity  of  labor;  mental  as  well  as  nhysical; 
and,  does  not  man  raise  and  enhance  his  dignity  by 
doing  all  this?  It  is  true,  there  are  some  who, 
through  earthly  afflictions  are  unable  to  labor; 
these  of  course  are  exceptions  to  our  rule;  excep¬ 
tions,  which  should  excite  the  pity  of  those  who 
are  sound  and  vigorous,  and  arouse  them  to  greater 
diligence  and  effort  in  ministering  to  the  comfort 
of  the  unfortunate.  But  it  is  needless  for  me  to 
urge  the  importance  of  labor.  Every  intelligent 


man  from  their  fallen  and  degraded  condition,  and 
reconcile  all  things  to  God.  And  from  what  it  has 
already  accomplished,  from  its  far-reaching  and 
all-controlling  influences,  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe,  that  it  will  be  signally  successful  in  the 
accomplishment  of  its  heavenly  work— that  it  will 
go  forth  from  conquering  toconquer,  until  the  hearts 
of  all  men  shall  feel  its  renovating  power,  until  the 
last  pang  of  sorrow  shall  be  lemoved,  until  the  last 
lingering  sigh  shall  be  hushed,  until  the  last  tear 
shall  be  w’ipedfrom  the  eyesof  weeping  humanity, 
and  all  be  made  equal  unto  the  angels  of  God  in 
heaven.  Oh  !  how  great  and  glorious  is  the  change 
which  Christianity  is  destined  to  effect  in  the  moral 
and  spiritual  condition  of  mankind!  It  is  a  change 
from  sin  to  holiness,  from  dishonor  to  glory,  from 
the  image  of  the  earthy  m  the  image  of  the  heav¬ 
enly.

But  it  appears 
they  tiiought  better  of  the  matter;  for  they  sent  messen¬ 
gers  to  inquire  why  they  had  done  thus  and  so— why 
they  had  rebelled  against  God:  and  against  the  children 
of  Israel ;  artd  to  entreat  them  to  put  away  their  wicked¬ 
ness,  that  the/  miaht  live.  You  will  notice  they  did  not 
doubt  the  troth  of  the  hear-say, — they  sent  to  them  that 
they  might  have  a  timely  warning  of  what  would  befal 
them  if  they  repented  not,  and  to  persuade  them,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  to  return  to  their  allegiance.  The  astonishment 
and  joy  of  the  messengers  and  of  the  whole  of  Israel, 
may  well  be  conceived  when  they  learned,  that  their 
hear  say  wicked  brethren,  had  not  the  most  distant 
idea  of  rebellion,  nor  of  forsaking  the  true  altar  of  the

have  no  part  in  the  Lord.  So  shall  your  children  make 
our  children  cease  from  fearing  the  Lord.  Therefore 
we  said,  Let  us  now  prepare  to  build  us  an  altar,  not  for 
burnt-offering,  nor  for  sacrifice:  bat  that  it  may  be  a 
witness  between  ns,  and  yon,  and  our  generation  afler 
Its,  that  we  might  do  the  service  of  the  Lord  before  him 
with  onr  bnrnt  offerings,  and  with  onr  sacrifices,  and 
with  oiirpcBce-offerings;  that  your  childien  may  not  say 
to  our  children  in  time  to  come,  Ye  have  no  part  in  the 
Lord.  Therefore  said  we,  that  it  shall  be,  when  they 
should  so  say  to  us,  or  to  our  generations  in  time  to  come, 
that  we  may  say  again.  Behold  the  pattern  of  the  altar 
of  the  Lord,  which  out  fathers  made,  not  fur  burnt-offer¬ 
ings,  nor  for  sacrihres ;  but  it  is  a  witness  between  us 
and  you.  God  forbid  that  we  should  rebel  against  the 
Lord,  and  turn  this  day  from  fullowiiig  the  Lord,  to  build 
an  altar  forhiirnt-offerings,  for  meat-offerings,  or  for  aae- 
rifices,  besides  the  altar  of  the  Lord  our  God  that  is  be¬ 
fore  the  tabernacle.”
